Cool Milk and Cream Properly 


Farmers in this area that sell 
cream or whole milk are reminded 
of the fact that prompt cooling of 
these products is essential for the 
production of good quality cream 
and milk. Bacterial action in sum- 
mer months can-cause’ rapid deter- 
ioration or souring. Prompt cool- 
ing will slow down and almost stop 
action of bacteria. Cooling should 
be done immediately after: milk- 
ing if you are a milk shipper and 
right after separation if you ship 
‘cream. Harmful bacteria work, fast- 
est at temperatures ranging from 
body temperature down to about 
50 degrees F. The temperatures 
of your water supply is generally 
around 4 degrees F. At this temper- 
ature milk. and cream keep very 
well and quality is preserved. Cool4 
ing these products in water will 
maintain their quality and bring 
higher returns from their sale. An- 
other reason why milk should not 
be allowed ‘to stay in barns for any 
length’ of time after milking is be- 
cause it picks up animal odors. 
Milk should therefore be removed 


milk or separated without delay 
and the cream cooled immediately 
after separation. '

Some Ornamental Trees Available 
Have you: prepared land for trees 


‘and have not submitted an appli- 


cation? If so contact this office for 
an application immediately. The 
main types of trees distributed by 
the Federal and Provincial govern- 
ments are still such as caragana, 
poplar, maple, willow, elm, ash, 


‘spruce and. pine. These should and 


always will form the major part of 
our shelterbelts. However the Pro- 
vincial Government has a limited 
quantity of ornamental trees. for 
general distribution from the Pro- 


_|vincial Horticultural Station at 


Brooks. The list consists of the fol- 
lowing: Honeysuckle, . Nanking 
Cherry, Gennalian Maple, May- 
day; Flowering Plum, Red Elder- 
berry, Black Elderberry, Russian 
Olive, Chinese Hawthorn, Chinese 
Bush Cherry, Chokecherry, Native 
Plum and Apple Seedlings. It is 
hoped .that by adding a few of 
these to farm shelterbelts, their 
attractiveness would be increased.

Cutworm Damage Precautions 


The Dominion Entomologist. has 
just issued a cutworm. ‘forecast 
for 1953. Areas in Alberta, Sask. 
and Manitoba will. be . affected. 
There is a simple method which — 
has been found to work well. to 
prevent much of the cutworm dam- 
age. It is as follows: Complete all 
summerfallow work and destroy 
all weeds on summerfallow by the 
end of July. Thén leave the sum- 
merfallowed fields undisturbed— 
taking care that no people or cattle 
or horses walk across the fields— 
until akout the 15th of September, 
for during this period, i.e. from 
August 1 to September 15, the 
moths fly and are laying their 
eggs. If the summerfallow. is clean 
and the land ‘has fot been disturb- ° 
ed a crust has formed and the 
cutform moths will: not lay their 
eggs in fields that are free from

in spite of all this a tall weed 
growth has developed by the third 
week in August, it is better to give 
one cultivation and destroy such 
weeds, particularly in areas where 
there was a severe infestation of 
the red back cutworm this present 
season, ' Further information on 
cutworm control can be obtained 
by writing to the Field. Crop In- 
sect Laboratory at Lethbridge, Al- 
berta, or Saskatoon, Sask.
